A third uuie of (he tlecliatr of maiiue 
insurance htu been the general reduclion 
uf the pntlils of the carrying trade. When 
freights are plentiful, and rales of freight 
high, not only is the clan of veieels better 
011 the average, but they are kept in better 
condition . and ills manifestly more bene- 
liciuT to iht ow Ml |u keen his atiip running, 
than tu lose her, ur iu allow Iter to be de- 
ins he J itt hailiuur for the aske uf getting- 
IriHing repair, executed al uttderivriurs' 
I'vprase In a brisk state of trade owners 
arc iiul di ijsiied lu claim all thai ihey may- 
be entiiled tu of I lie insurers, — rattieVthan 
lose lime, which it their tnuiiey, lliey mil 
give up a little and slaud the expense 
lltem^clves. Pur the same reason, greater 
eiforls will be tnadt lo get the vesael off a 
reef, and lo prevent her getting on. There 
are tiotnc thing, Hell uuderatoul, but never 
expressed, between owner and shipper, 
Vat example, we remember it well under- 
stood in the northern whale fUhery,lh_ 
11 was the duty of a mailer to bring, back 
his ship full, if he brunch! her back at 
all. Hut we cannot authentically trace 
proof of thai instruction having in any- 
one instance been gireti. 

A fourth cause which has contributed 
to the decay of insurance business, or ra- 
ther to the reduclion of the profits of in- 
surance companies, has been the general 
monetary embarrassments. The capital 
of these societies was embarked in the 
discounting of bill,, nnd for several rears 
great prulils arose in this hrnneh, with al- 
most no Ion, until the character of the 
jmper held by I he in sit nk all at oncej. 
This was particularly the cna* with ihe 
Union jtiiLiraricf Com pan v. /.lion I this 
lime also, that, and the other associations, 
sbtT.-red 6*0. or three heavy losses by (heir 
prober business. These lushes occasioned 
ihe shares lo become unsattnhle ; and al- 
though lite capitals uf the uther companies 
were really not much atfciU'd by them, 
anil they mighl hare well gone on, yel 
aa some Inrge shareholder! were other- 
wise in (JifEcuIlici.lhi'y prucured a resolu- 
ivm to realise. This "tias the proximate 
cause uf Ihe dissolution of the other two 
cum panics. 

The operation of the measures aiising 
out uf the panic terror* nf the insurance 
companies and the hanks, aggravated 
the prevalliug distress, and drpieriatcd all 
kinds of propel ly. 

We have thus enumerated the princi- 
pal causes which have operated 10 mi- 
lignanlly si lu leave us without the 
means uf covering a ship anil cargo with- 
out extraneous assistance. The grand 
I'M vie which stands in the nay uf r»- 
suscitaling the insurance business, is the 
want uf a means of investing lite capital, 
itilhout retorting Ui Ihe dangerout and 
improper melhiMl of diicuuuts. The pie - 
vnlcjicein atl our jainl-stock companies 
boards uf sinister influences, ihe daiuna- 
kle fuvouritisoi aud pliatity of the di- 
rectors and minor officers, iu uller disre- 
gard uf the security uf the proprietirv, 
render all such institutions suspicions, 
and particularly those which give the 
managers the handling ami distribution 
of large turns uf money amongst them- 
scl.es. And yet, if no mean* uf invest- 
ment cat) be found, and that *n invest- 
ment which can readily he converted], it 
seems in Tain to attempt th* revival uf 
insurance within the colony. 

The only sitbstiiute we can think of for 
the discount branch of government de- 
bentures. We hope that for the pnrjioses 
or immigration and internal improve* 
meats they will he largely increased. 
Their oiher indirect advantages art also 
considerable, Ilut many people cannot 
distinguish between public and private 
debt, and make a bugbear of taxation, 
whatever be its origin or its end, 

Thar it is desirahleto have a inore ex- 
tended |Hjtver of protection for the casual- 
ties affecting maritime, commerce caunot 
he denied. The question ia, how is it 
practicable ? We think (without entering 
derply iulu that (jneslion) that two 
things more are required; first, a heller 
clo** of Colonial shipping generally; and, 
secondly, a removal of ike exclusion held 
onl against coasters.
